Nanking Denounces 
Chiang Kai-shek 


Nanking, Mar. 8. 

Dr. Chu Min-yi, secretary-general 
of the “rump” Kuomintang Party, to- 
day announced that one of the Arst 
‘actions of the new government upon 
its arrival in Nanking would be to 
repudiate the Chungking régine as 
the established authority in China. 
"The new administration which will 
have Mr. Wang Ching-wei at its head 
‘would be the legitimate successor of 
the National Government of Chin: 
while the régime in Chungking had 
been reduced to the stalus of a re- 
gional administration, which was con- 
dueling an anti-Japanese and pro- 
Communist policy in defiance of the 
wishes of the Jate Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
father of the Chinese Republic, 
Chu said. 

‘He urged the Chinese nation and 
the world at large to realize that the 
‘Government in Nanking, upon its or- 
ganization with peace and anti- 
‘Communism as its aims, would be the 
Togitimate government of Chin 

‘Chinese history, Dr. Chu said in re- 
ferring to. the Chungking régime, 
showed that any government which 
‘moved its seat to an outlying region 
was never regarded as having power 
in China proper. 


Conference in Session 

Dr, Chu, who is the chairman of 
the Commission for the Return of the 
Government to Nanking, also revealed 
that the Secretariat of the Central 
Political Conferenee, which will spon- 
sor the reorganized ‘National Govern- 
‘ment, had been functioning here since 
February 22. 

"The Conference, which will be sum- 
moned under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Wang, will be atlended by repre- 
sentatives of the Kuomintang, the 
“Provisional Government” in Pelping, 
the “Reformed Government” in Nan- 
‘king, the Federated Autonomous Gov- 
emment of Mongolia, “and various; 
other polities! and public bodies, 

‘This gathering will decide the plat- 
form of the government, the proce- 
dure to be adopted in the succession 
by the new administration of the 
rights and prerogatives of the former 
National Government, the title and 
the seat of the administration, and its 
flag. These points have already been 
decided in principle at the Tsingtao 
‘nd Shanghai conferences in Feb- 
ruary. 

‘Ax s00n as the government is or 
ganized, with Mr. Wang being sworn 
‘in as its Chiet Executive, the Central 
Political Conference will be dissolved. 
A Central Council’ will’ then be 
formed.—Domel.

All iron and steel works and fae~ 
tories, and all individuals in posses- 
sion of iron and steol in any for 
in “free China,” are required to re- 
ister with the Government's newly 
formed Iron and Steel Control Com 
mittee, beginning from March 1, ac 
cording to regulations announced by 
the Committee today. 

‘The committee is jointly organized 
by the Ministry of Economic Affairs,

ILis inevitable that the propaganda machine 
engineered by the indefatigable Dr, Goebbels 
should at times overreach itself, but mails 
recently to hand tell the story of how the 
Deutsche Nachrichten Bureau was forced by 
the ridicule of South American newspapers 
to “Kill” one of its better and brighter stories. 
‘This news agency, with a lily-white reputa- 
n for truth, put out a story, alleged to 
have been received from its correspondent 
at Montevideo, that at the burial of the 
Admiral Graf Spee dead, British sailors at~ 
tending the ceremony spat on the coffins and 
threw a dead cat into one of the graves. ‘The 
story obviously the invention of a foul, de~ 
praved mind was laughed to scorn in South 
America, and the Deutsche Nachrichten 
Bureau. was obliged to send out a second 
message “killing” the story. The German pro- 
paganda machine had invited ridicule, and, 
having got i, sought shamefacedly (0 cover 
up its slimy twaces. It has often been said 
that (he German broadeast propaganda ha 
provided the British with more than a little 
entertainment, and the point has been made 
quite clear in'an issue of the “News Review” 
for January 11, which has just come to hand. 
‘The magazine ‘devotes a couple of pages to 
typical untruths which “Lord Haw-Haw” of 
Zeesen and his fellows launch daily on the 
air, and the various German newspaper agen= 
cles flood the newspaper offices of the neutral 
world. ‘They swung into action quite early. 
On September 15, barely a fortnight aster 
the outbreak of war the following was put 
on the air:— 

London is already pructically starving on 
the (onth day of the war. Rich women who 
are still able to purehase what food there is 
at the expensive shops are robbed of their 
pareels by the poor. There has not been a 
Grop of milk in the eapital for the last three 
days, Women are. standing in queties 
‘obtain their household supplies which are 
getting scantier daily. ‘There have been so 
many robberies during the black-out that alt 
the big banks have had to remove thelr safes 
‘with money and valuables into the country. 

It is interesting to note that this was broad- 
cast in Polish and Lithuanian, and that the 
broadeasting authorities had ‘just sufficient 
wits about them not to perpetrate the gafte 
of publishing this in English, Readers will 
remember the German claim to have sunk 
HEMS. Kestrel. That was exposed in this 
column at the time, H.MS. Kestrel is 
the official name for the Fleet Air Arm 
training establishment at Worthy Down, 
Hampshire. 


An even more amusing example of the 
stupidity of such methods is to be found in 
the German broadcast, in French, of Decem- 
ber 2 in which an alleged broadcast by a 
French soldier said to have been taken 
prisoner was presented. 

“Last night a French lieutenant, Robert 
Meliante, of Mont-de-Marsan, was taken 
prisoner,’ Neve he is to say a few words on 
how well he has been treated. 























‘The very next day speaking over the French 
radio Robert Mcliande reported “1 am still 
happily in Franee.” Again it will be ¥ 

membered that during October the theme 
song of the German broadeasters was that 
HM.Ss. Renown, Hood and Repulse had been 
sunk by German submarines or bombers. On 
November 17 another story was put on the 
air to the effect that the Renown, Repulse 
‘andthe Hood had been repaired ‘and sent 
to Canada for safety. ‘The case of the Monte- 
video story is not the only one in which the 
German Propaganda machine has had 10 go 
into reverse, for on September 25 it claimed 
that cight French planes were brought down 
in a yaid on Friederichshaven, and the next 
day admitted that no such raid had occurred. 
‘This might be a poor attempt to pretend to 
offer lip-serviee 0 the cause of accuracy, but 
the question will naturally be asked as to 
how the original story ever came about, un- 
less it was an example of wishful thinking, 
on the part of the less fully instrueted in the 
art of propaganda.

On November 27 Berlin broadeast that the 
previous week London had been raided, by 
German planes which flew a few yards above 
the rooftops, while anti-alreraft shells mis- 
sing the raiders fell into a school where the 
children were sitting at their lessons. ‘That 
Droadeast was the first time Londoners ever 
heard of the affair, and it can readily be 
understood that it created not a little amuse- 
ment. 

“Where is the Ark Royal?” was the ques~ 
tion repeatedly asked over the air during 
September, October and November. The 
‘answer was the publication of a picture of 
that vessel taken while she was in Cape Town 

wrhour in December. It would be possible 
to fill many columns of similar instances of 
the inability of the German radio com- 
mentators to adhere to the truth, and their 
habit of exercising their unclean minds 
the propagation of lies such as that which 
the Deutsche Nachrichten Bureau was shamed 
to “killing.” But one more instance may 
be cited, again from a couple of German 
broadeasis. In one it was claimed that what 
Germany was doing in Poland had nothing

‘The whole town of Lwow was enveloped 
in fire and smoke. This indeed was a picture 
more beautiful than T was ever capable of 
imagining. I had the good luck to sce. the 
way station and the numerous trains there 
Blown up and scattered in all directions. 
It had nothing to do with war, of course, 
but was an indulgence in a little gentle 
sadism. While fortunately the Allied press 
have up to the present refrained from apply- 
ing to the Germans and their methods some 
of the more brutal epithets which were used 
in the last war, there cannot be the slightest 
doubt that they were justified then, and are 
being equally justified now. ‘The ‘past. six 
months have shown that the Reich is just as 
ty of brutality and mendacity as it was 
to be expected it would be. If such a broad- 
cast’ campaign were likely to do much 
damage to the Allied cause it would be easy 
enough to combat it, but the fact is that it 
is destroying its own efficacy because of the 
‘methods employed, and does not at present 
call for corrective efforts. For the moment, 
however, it serves to bring a small ray of 
Joy into’ the long hours of Britain's winter

ANOTHER CRISIS ? 

March 7. 
It is to be regretted that tension should 
have arisen between Great Britain and Italy 
over the question of the transport of sea 
horne coal supplies for the latter from Ger- 
‘many, and it is to be hoped that the matte: 

In an 
article on the subject, taken from the 
“Economist” on the subject of Italy's need 
of coal, which appeared in these columns 
yesterday, it was made quite clear that while 
Maly had greatly developed her hydro- 
electricity production, her requirements for 
‘coal were still very great, and, as she cannot 
produce much good grade coal herself, has 
had to depend very largely upon other coun- 
tries.

‘supplier, but, following the abortive appli 
tion of sanctions, much Italian trade in coal 
went to Germany which was reported to be 
supplying as much as 9,000,000 tons per 
num, {wo-thirds of which were carried 
from German ports by sca. When, as a re~ 
sult of German violation ‘of international 
law, Great Britain decided to complete her 
jomic control of German trade by clamp= 
ing down on German exports as well as 
imports, the neutrals including Maly were 
given ample time in which to make other 
arrangements for mecting their import re- 
quirements from sourees other than Germany.

As was expected the bitter comment of the

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FINNS AND PEACE 
March 9. 

Having at enormous expense in life and 
‘material secured what may setve to pass for 
4 face-saving victory, Russia is apparently 
willing to negotiate peace on terms which, 
80 far as they have been reported, appear 
to be harsher than those which were origin- 
ally put forward, and which led to war, 
‘The carnage which has been inflicted 
upon the Russians advancing in masses 
across the Bay of Viiputi, easy marks for 
machine-gunners and acroplanes, the enorm- 
‘ous losses which they have suffered during 
the whole of the campaign, have been 
a high price to pay for the small gains 
achieved up to the present, and the fact that 
ieyotiations are proceeding towards an 
mistice during which peace can be con- 
sidered is probably due more to Rus- 
sian desires to discontinue a struggle in which 
their losses have been so heavy, than to 
any desire for peuce on the part of the Finns, 
It may be stated at the very outset that no 

ion has ever covered itself with greater 
glory than have the Finns in thelr stubborn 
defence of their rights and liberties. They 
sland high in the admiration of the world 
‘and will continue to do so down the long years 
of history, But, admirable as their conduct 
hhas been, it is necessary to view the situation 
now in all its stark reality. What Finland 
‘will do now is a matter for the Finnish Gov- 
ernment, tnd outsiders have little right to 
presume to give advice. ‘There are, however, 
factors of which it is as well that all should 
take note, for this Finnish-Russian struggle 
already involves more than just the two con- 
testants. Others may be drawn into it if it 
is prolonged, ‘The position of the Finns from 
the point of view of being able to prosecute 
this war to victory is not particularly happy. 
Fighting with all the material help which they 
have received they have made an excellent 
showing against their enemy, but recent 
weeks have made it quite plain’ that material 

id is not sufficient if the Finns are to pre- 
vail against the more powerful adversary, 
and that assistance in men, and plenty of 
them is imperatively necessary if the Finns 
are to continue to struggle with any pros 
pects of vietory, 

Norway and Sweden desire to keep out of 
this struggle at all cost because of the 
threat which Germany has made to. them 
that if they go to the aid of the Finns Ger~ 
many will march against them. ‘The threat 
is the same if they give passage to Allied 
troops going to the assistance of the Finn: 
so that in either event the probability of an 
extension of the war to Scandinavia is some- 
thing which cannot be lightly disregarded. 
Nor is it the function of other nationals to 
‘seek {0 Instruct those nations on their duty 
in this present crisis. ‘They are to be ad- 
mitted as knowing their own buisiness best, 
and if they seek to escape from the blood= 
bath into which the whole of northern Europe 
‘would be plunged if they were to enter into 
the fray, who 4s really to blame them? ‘The 
arguments of the capitulationists in Finland 
are not without cogency, ‘The United States 
will not give assistance in the form most 
gently needed, the Scandinavians are main 
aining strict neutrality, for the reasons stated 
above, while the Allies, willing to help, would 
in doing so bring down upon the Finns and 
also the Scandinavians German armed foree. 
Large quantities of material have been and 
are being placed at the disposal of the Finns, 
but unless very substantial reinforcements 
in men go to their assistance the sheer 
weight of numbers of the Russian armies 
may be expected to gain the day in just the 


































same way as they succeeded in breaking 
through the Mannerheim Line. ‘The utter 
disregard of the value of human life, 





mand to send hundreds of thousands of men 
to slavghter, as they have done during the 

L fow months, means that even at a 
much greater price the Soviet will battle on 
wntil the Finns have been completely sub- 
Jugated. They will then have lost all, save 
lory, and reached that state of subjection 
from’ which a peace now, no matter how 

asteful, may serve to save them. And the 
‘ew can be accepted that this will not be the 
final settlement, that with the vielory of the 
democracies over the aggressors such neces- 
sary adjustments will be made as will sceure 
for such countries as Finland that independ- 
ence and integrity for whieh she has fought 
with such great gallantry. 

‘What is of significance at this moment is 
the fact that Russia invited Sweden to 
‘mediate, and that the request did not come 
rom the Finns. At the same time enormous 
pressure is being brought to bear upon the 
Finnish Government. ‘The German Minister 
to Helsinki has informed the Foreign minis- 
ter that his presence in the Finnish capital 
would be useless unless informed of the dis 
cussions going on, a threat to break off 
Jomatie relations ‘and all that might follow 
after. Swede the score of completing 
her own mobilization to stand ready for any 
emergency, has suspended all transport lines 
leading to Finland, thus holding up what- 
ever supplies the ‘Allies and other nations 
wish to send to the Finns, and the position 
now is that they are being submitted to 
form of siege which in the long run will 
assist the Russians to achieve more quickly 
general viclory over them. The question 
which the Finns have to answer for them- 



































{ selves is whether the loss of the whole Kare 


ian Peninsula and Viipuri, of Sortavala and. 
territory north of Lake ‘Ladoga, northern 
Lapland, Petsamo, and Hangoe, and its penin- 
sula is too high a price for the benefits of 
‘an immediate peace which could in no way 
dishonour the Finns after the big showing 
they have made. It is one which they alone 
can answer, and it would be presumptuous 
to seek {o give them advice in this connee- 
tion.» Whichever way it is answered there 
will remain nothing but respect and admira- 
tion for them in the noble manner in which 
they have faced the Russians and inflicted 
such punishment upon them. ‘The pressure 
which is being brought to bear upon them 
is something which cannot be ignored for 
itis obviously intended to place Finland at 
the greatest possible disadvantage should she 
decide to continue the struggle. In this de- 
feat around Viipuri which the Finns have 
sustained, the Soviet may think they have 
saved their face. ‘They have not. ‘The whole 
‘campaign has shown that the Russian mili- 
tary machine is a very much overrated wea~ 
pon, its command unintelligent, and in 
demonstrating this fact to the world the 
Finns have gained a victory which no such 
reverse as that at Viipuri ean ever diminish. 
‘They have glorified their manhood even if 
they now decide to bow to the latest Russian 
ultimatum, the ultimatum of an oversized 
bully. 











PREPARING FOR PEACE 
March 11. 


‘There may be some people who will wonder 
why attention is being turned to consideration 
of the problem of how the peace, which must 
follow this war, will be arranged, and how 
the necessary ‘adjustments, calculated to 
prevent war in the future, will be made. 
‘Theit wonderment is based’ upon the belief 
that until it is ascertained who is to emerge 
victorious from the present struggle, it is idle 
to formulate plans, for, if the Allies are the 
conquerors, one type of peace may be possible, 
while, if Germany wins, something entirely 
different is to be expected. Should the latter 
eventuality occur there is’ plenty of evidence 
available as to the sort of peace which would 
bbe imposed upon Europe. “Its form would be 
decided by the Reich of Herr Hitler and his 
Ideas on reaping the fruits of German victory 
‘are already too well-known to permit of the 
existence of any doubt as to what would 
happen. That, however, should not deter 
others from considering’ the best means of 
securing a permanent peace amongst the 
peoples of the world, based upon the more 
liberal ideas of the democracies, and it is 
apparent, from the memorandum which Mr. 
‘Sumner ‘Welles hos handed to the French 
Government, that this matter has already becn 
engaging the attention of the Government of 
the United States. ‘The memorandum con- 
tained a statement of the foreign economic 
policy of the United States, and with con- 
siderable speed M. Reynaud, French Finance 
Minister, after consultation with M. Daladier, 
the Premier, voiced France's complete agree- 
ment with the fundamentals outlined in the 
Note. ‘The Finance Minister also went on to 
state that the principles of free and fair trade 
relations as enumerated in the American 
[memorandum were precisely the principles for 
which the Allies had on several occasions 
stated they were fighting, and which inspired 
the Anglo-French economic agreement of 
December 4 last, which was considered the 
first step towards economie and monetary 
organization based upon freedom. 

From the general contentions of the 
memorandum there cannot be any difference 
fon the part of the Allies, and though ex- 
pressed in such general terms as to permit 
of a belief to the contrary, they do not en- 
visage the establishment of a universal free 
trade system. That is the desirable ultimate, 
but before that can ever come about there 
will need to be such a levelling of the 
slaiidards of living amongst all the peoples 
of the world, tending to stabilize the cost of 
Jabour wherever it can be found, that its 

fainment would scem almost impossible of 
realization. Be that as it may, there still 
remains much that can be done, and great 
advances possible towards the goal whi 
President Roosevelt undoubtedly has in mind. 
‘The end of the last war saw the nations of 
the world eager to get back into normal 
trading relations. Economic and financial 
conditions did not make that quite so easy as 
it could have been wished, and from a desire 
to protect the domestic markets of individual 
nations arose an exaggerated spirit of na- 

jonalism, followed by increased tariff 
barriers, ‘quantitative regulations and ex- 
‘change ‘restrictions which operated against 
the best interests of world trade as a whole, 
In addition to this there was the policy of 
autarchy, adopted by those who were to 
become the aggressor nations of the world, an 
attempt to create a degree of self-sufficiency 
which would make them entirely independent 
of the world they were planning to offend by 
the material expression of their international 
policies. Thus added ta the artificial obstacles 
to a freer international trade which had been’ 
hastily thrown up by the various nations of 
the world, was added the partial removal of 
a number of customers the loss of whose 
trade in certain commodities proved a by no| 
means light blow to what was already a badly 
damaged structure. ‘The situation was such 
that, even if it had not been for the grabbing 



































policies of Herr Hitler, the world trade posi- 


tion was deteriorating to such an extent that 
that of itself might have brought about a 
conflagration, and it is with the intention that 
it shall not occur in the future, when this 
struggle has been disposed of, that certain 
quarters are devoting their attention to the 
solution of those economic problems which 
for the moment have been thrust into the 
background by other weightier preoccupations, 

‘The point has been made that total elimina~ 
tion of tariff barriers will not be possible 
‘until many factors which permit of unfair or 





unmectable competition have also been re-! 


moved. ‘That involves the levelling up, and 
not down, of living conditions ini the various 
competitive producing countries, Obviously a 
nation has to protect its domestic industries 
by tariffs if it finds another nation, living by 
entirely different standards, is able to produce 
similar goods at a price which must drive its 
‘own produels out of its own markets unless 
they are given a measure of protection 
calculated to offset the lower production costs, 
tis suggested that the memorandum contains 
veiled statement of apprehension that the 
Anglo-French economic agreements might 
prove discriminatory against free world 
markets. Viewed from one point of view, and 
that a purely temporary one, there might be 
‘something to be said for that suggestion, but, 
seen from another angle, there does not 
appear to be much substance to it. The 
Anglo-French agreements, it has been stated, 
are such that there is nothing in them to 
prevent other nations becoming parties to 
them in better and happier times. “They lay 
the foundation for an economic system after 
the war, if the rest of Europe so wishes, in 
which trade barriers would be largely done 
away with, and a freer exchange of goods, 
and currencies made possible. From such a 
‘commencement it is not diMeult to sce that 
extensions should be possible as the result 
of which the whole world would eventually be- 
‘come involved in a general process of removing 
high tariffs and other obstacles to trade and 
providing for the free interchange of goods 
in a manner most likely to eliminate those 
‘economic hostilities which are just as produe- 
tive of wars as any other cause which can 
be brought to mind. The adoption of a policy 
all around of live and let live would be the 
best guarantee of peace in the future, when 
‘once certain nations have been fully impressed 
with the fact that wars settle nothing, but 
merely serve to perpetuate old grievances 
and initiate new ones, 




















THE ROAD TO ROME 
Mareh 12, 

‘The visit of Herr von Ribbentrop, German 
Foreign Minister to Rome, underiaken on 
the initiative of the Reich, is of particular 
Interest at this juncture. Nothing has as yet 
been divulged as to the reasons for the trip, 
but the circumstance in which it is being 
made, the people it is intended that Herr von 
Ribbentrop shall see, and the general pos- 
sibilities of the situation suggest that this 
particular move may be indicative of Herr 
Hitler's anxiety as to the immediate future. 
It is suggested that a new accord with Italy: 
is necessary, or a tightening up of the Rome- 
Berlin axis, and its possible transformation 
into a Rome, Berlin, Moscow bloc, or at the 
east a modification of Italian views regard- 
ing the Kremlin, and an understanding with 
the Pope are some of the objectives which 
the Reich had in mind in despatching its 
Foreign Minister for this short visit to Rome. 
‘There does not appear to be any suggestion 
fat this time that there is any real desire on 
the part of the Reich that Italy should 
actively participate in hostilities, for though 
Berlin would like to see Italy openly ranged 
fon its side, it realizes that such a move 
‘would not be popular with the Italian masses 
which have always regarded the unnatural 
understanding between the two countries with 
at least silent disfavour if not open disgust, 
‘and Signor Mussolini is far too clever a 
statesman to permit himself to be dragged 
into any adventure of the sort without al- 
most certain prospects of ultimate success. 
‘There are at present no such prospects, and 
‘consequently, it is somewhat premature to 
expect him to take part in any such gamble 
as that upon which Herr Hitler has so 
rashly embarked. Short of that Herr Hitler 
would undoubtedly consider his position 
strengthened if the bonds between himself 
and Il Duce which have noticeably weakened 
f recent months, were reinforced by a de- 
claration of mutuality of purpose, which has 
become ali the more necessary ‘because of 
the success of British and Italian statesmen 
in coming to an amicable settlement over the 
‘question of German sea-borne coal exports 
to Italy. ‘The very fact that this has been 
achieved has hada strong and favourable 
reaction in the capitals of the two countries, 
and it is only natural to believe that the 
Reich desire to do something to offset the 
excellent effect which has been achieved. 

‘An announcement of the establishment of 
closer ties between the two countries would 
‘undoubtedly have a good psychological effect 
upon the German masses whose rulers have 
been unable to present them with any suc- 
cesses with which to reward them for the 
heavy sacrifices demanded of them. Even 

















so minor an achievement as that which is 
suggested would be better than nothing, as 
‘some ray of hope in a scene which can only 
be viewed gloomily by the ordinary German 
at home. ‘The suggestion that Herr von Rib- 
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bentrop is seeking to bring about a better 
understanding between Rome and Moscow, 
and even to bring about the establishment of 
fa tripartite bloc, must not be ignored, even 
though it docs not seem probable of success. 
‘The inveterate hatred which Signor Mussolini 
has against Communism, from which he 
saved his own country by determined action, 
is not likely to be changed quickly into 
‘either tolerance or even liking. Communism 
still presents a grave danger to Italy and 
Kalian interests. “Tdcologically it is so com= 
pletely opposed to all that Faseism stands for, 
that it is impossible to reconcile the two 
oven if it is possible to arrange some tem- 
porary understanding for immediate purposes. 
Even that is doubtful, for Signor Mussolini 
would have no illusions as to the characters 
of the two governments with whom he would 
be asked to enter into closer collaboration. 
While Ttaly has adhered faithfully to her 
commitments, she has seen, both Germany 
and Russia break theirs, and‘Rome may very 
well ask the question as to what reliance she 
ean be expected to place in the words of 
rulers who, by their actions, have destroyed 
‘any reputation for good faith which they 
may have possessed. “That, and the fact that 
‘out of the Rome-Berlin axis the only nation 
to benefit has been Germany, must surely 
place Signor Mussolini on his ‘guard against 
entering into any other commitments which 
may lead him to having to pull more Ger= 
man nuts out of the fire of Herr Hitler's erea- 
tion. A closer accord between Rome and 
Berlin may be possible, but the entry of 
Rome into a bloc in which the third member 
‘would be its greatest Ideological enemy seems 
to be a development which could only be 
found in a political Wonderland. 

‘And then, what of Herr von Ribbentrop's 
pilgrimage to Canosa? It would be only a 
twifle more spectacular if the visit to the 
Pope had been undertaken by Herr Hitler 
himself, as Emperor Henry TV humbled him- 
self before Pope Gregory VII. In the light 
of all that has happened, the persecution of 
the Roman Catholie Church, the imprison- 
ment of its priests and the spoliation of its 
property, it may quite rightly be asked why 
the Reich is making these overtures to the 
Pope. What is the imperative necessity 
which has brought about his change of 
heart? No one will for one moment think 
itis the repentance of the prodigal son, but 
is undertaken for the purpose of securing 
some reconciliation with Holy Church to 
remedy internal malaise caused by the atroci= 
ties which have been perpetrated against 
the Church and its sons in Germany and 
Austria, The Pope will doubtless regard 
hese overtures with just the appropriate 
amount of cynicism which will prevent him 
being fooled as other leaders have been, and 
without a doubt he will proceed warily in 
Jany negotiations which may be embarked 
upon for an improvement of relations be- 
tween the Roman Catholic Church and the, 
Reich. ‘The whole situation suggests that 
Herr Hitler is about to launch another dip- 
Jomatic campaign for peace, and that the 
‘expected offensive on the Western Front will 
not materialize until the resources of this 
attempted new development have been fully 
employed in an endeavour to extricate the 
Reich from the morass into which the eccen- 
trlcities and duplicities of Herr Hitler have 
lod it. The picture presented is not of a 
leader standing confident of victory, but of 
‘1 man who is faced with the realization that 
he has stirred up something much greater 
than ever he anticipated, and desires at all 
costs to avoid the just retribution which it 
is believed, awaits him. That he thinks this 
himself may be taken for granted, for if Mery 
Hitler really believed in ultimate victory he 
‘would be pushing on towards it with all the 
military forees at his disposal. He does not 
believe it. His hesitation of the past to pro- 
secute the war with the energy he has pro- 
mised his country and the world is clear and 
positive proof that almost at the twelfth 
hour he is reluctant to cast the die. 














SHANGHAI NOTES 





Price Control 


The sub-committee, appointed by the Shank- 
hai Municipal Couneit to advise upon the de- 
sirabilily and practicability of a scheme of price 
[control in the International ‘Settlement along 
the lines of a plan promulgated by the Freneh 
[Concession authorities, has submitted a pre- 
liminary report which the Counell has adopted. 
[The three gentlemen constituting that sub-com: 
mitlee are to be congratulated upon the rapid- 
ity with which they have reached preliminary 
conclusions, and the manner in whieh they have 
Jeastied out their investigations. In’ the main 
their findings agree with the statements made 
editorially by the “North-China Dally News" 
Jon the subject some time ago. It is realized that 
for its domestic rice, wheat, meat, and fish, and 
to a lesser extent vegetables, Shanghal has to 
Jdepend upon an area that has been in military 
control since August, 1937, and with that find- 
ng of fact there is no disagreement. It is also 
rue that it is only of late months 
that the alarming inereases in the prices of such 
[goods coming from the military controlled areas 

wwe taken place. The point made in the pre~ 
liminary report that “so long as the farmers 
Jand suppliers are prevented from having a free 
market for their commodities, the prices of 
necessaries withis’ the two Foreign Settlements 
Jof Shanghai must exceed normal,” is well taken, 
Jand it is suggested that if indeed Shanghai is 


























being denied of a free market, negotiations 
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should be undertaken with the authority con- 
cerned for an improvement of existing condi 
tions and the removal of whatever barriers have 
been instituted. ‘The Sub-Committee was also 
satisfied, taking all factors into aecount that 
in certain commodities profiteering, hoarding, 
speculation and manipulation exist, and that 

nless it is checked the present serious. situa 
ion may be expected to worsen, The remedies 
which the sub-committee suggest seem appro 
priate enough, though the qualification of their 
Fecommendation that there should be close co 
operation with the French Administration 











“wherever possible” docs not seem sufficiently 
whole-hearted. It has already been pointed out 
can 


that only by’ the completest_co-operatio 
any scheme of control be effective, and 
the Municipal Couneil and the French Adm 
ation ean progress in step, neither can hope 
to bring about any substantial amelioration of 
the situation, ‘The sub-committee tends to pay 
too much atiention to the Couneil's powers as 
possibly acting as a brake upon what has to be 
done, It should be yealized that a situation has 
been’ reached in which too much respect for 
past precedents and limitations, placed upon 
the Counell In times when such emergencies as 
these were and could not be contemplated, may 
in itself constitute a danger to the peace and 
good order of the place. If ever there were a 
time when the Municipal Council could be ex- 
peeted to act ultra vires first and talk about it 
afterwards, this appears 10 be it, Responsibili 

for any trouble that might arise from inaction 
cannot be absolved by reference to the Land 
Regulations drafted decades ago when such 
developments as those of recent years could 
ever have been foreseen. It is but natural then 
that there should be some disappointment that 
the recommendations of the sub-committee have 
hot been move thoroughgoing, and it is only to 
be hoped that, in the carrying out of the re~ 
commendations, the Council will be animated 
with a resolve to sce that everything is done to 
wert the trouble which will inevitably befall 
Shanghal if interference with its food supply by 
rapaciots speculators is permitted to continue.

‘The estimates of expenditure issued by the 
* Public Works Department clearly show that 
proposed expenditure has been cut to the bone, 
find that, in, view of all the clreumstances, an 
Inerease ‘of 20.58 per cont. over the budget of 
1999 js not unreasonable, ‘The only fear is that 
the desire for economy may lead to reduced 
‘efficiency in a department which obviously has 
f great deal of lost ground to make up before 
the state of Shanghai again approaches that 
which existed prior to the outbreak of hostili- 
ties in 1037, 1 is obvious from the abbreviated 
statement which accompanies the estimates that 
all manner of devices are being employed in 
‘order to keep essential expenditure as low as 
possible, as for example the usage of old road 
‘material for road repairs instead of new broken 
Mone, It is noted that further provision is being 
made in” order to deal with the floods 
which oceur during the summer in the Cen- 
tral, Western and Northern Districts, ‘The ex- 
periences of last year definitely indicate the 
hocessity of taking active steps for the purpose 
of preventing a repetition of such flooding as 
then took place. It is to be hoped that the plans 
which have been devised for dealing with this 
seagonal trouble will prove completely effective, 
for It must bo apparent that very considerable 
‘damage must be «one by these inundations, and 
that those ratepayers who are affected by them 
deserve all the protection to their interests 
whieh it is possible to give them, In the West 
‘eris area it is realized that the problem presents 
features. which arise from recent building 
developments there and over which the Shang- 
hal Municipal Council has no control, but if a 
pumping system can draw the water off just as 
id the old creeks before they were obstructed, 
there ‘will be many hundreds of residents in 
that area who will indeed be grateful for any 
relief which the new plans will give them.

Export of Wolfram from 
South China 


Feost Que Own Consronoeve 


Hongkong, Feb, 27. 

World rearmament brings a good 
Jdemand for wolfram or tungsten in 
the local markets, the price rises to 
about HIC $240 a pieul. Such miner- 
al, essential for the manufacture of 
big guns, warplanes and warships, is 
shipped in a continuous stream to the 
United States and other countries. 

‘Kuangtung province turns out con- 
siderable wolfram, although it is also 
found in south Kiangst provines and 
Kwangsi_provinee. “In” Kuangtung, 
wolfram mines are located mostly in 
Kanhsing (Namyung) in the north 
Inear the Kiangsi frontier, in the 
North River valley along Chingyuan 
‘and Yingteh as well as along the 
West River at Yunfu (Went). 

‘Japan is also very much in’ need 
of wolfram “in connection with hee 
replenishment of arms for the crea- 
Yion of a “new order in East Asia.” 
Nanpang Island in the south coast of 
Kuangtung. (northeast of Kwangehou- 
wan) and the Swatow districts, which 
are now under Japanese occupation, 
have rich deposits of wolfram, which 
is being feverishly exploited and sent 
‘back 10 Japan. 

‘Now the Nationa! Government has 
pledged this mineral as loans. from 
the “United States and the Soviet 
Union and has prohibited the export 
of this commodity by private inter- 
ests. In spite of this monopoly, tung- 
sen is smuggled into. Hongkong. in 
large quontily for export, As tung- 
sten going from Hongkong to Viadi- 
vvostok may be transhipped to Ger- 
‘many, a strict watch Is kept here by 
the “British authorities, 

‘The mineral Is sent by couriers 
cach of whom can carry about 80 
pounds over a distance of 30 miles a 
‘lay. Tn some places they are trans- 
ported by boats. 

This business brings profits not only 
to the explolters, carriers and ex- 
Porters but also to the Japanese gar- 
isons in occupied areas. as they levy 
tolls on these shipments. A Japanese 
fag Is given to a barge or coolie 
caravan laden with wolfram asa, 
‘means of protection during passage 
‘across the occupied zone in return 
for the “protection money,” ‘whieh 
varies as the ease may be. 

Chinese guerillas also ‘afford pro 
tection to these shipments by receiv 
Jing “toa money” from the shippers 
‘or consignees. “But for these levies, 
the cost would be much Jess than 
HKS240 a pleut.

Gambling Forbidden 


In Nantao . 


Shanghai, Mar. 6. 

‘The wholesale closure of newly 
established gambling houses in Nan~ 
ta0, which was reported on March 
2, "might have been due to official 
‘ection as It is reported by the “Sin 
‘Shun Pao” that the Chinese police 
in Nantao have received orders to| 
forbid gambling, including the “wah. 
wai” gambling fottery, It is stated 
that many gamblers have been ar~ 
rested in Nantao during the past few 
days, 

The arrested persons will soon be 
sont to the headquarters of the 
Bureau of Public Safety of the now 
Chinese ‘city regime for questioning. 
‘The chiet reason for the oficial ac- 
Yon against gambling is sald to be 
preservation of order in the native 
district where gambling prevention, 
regulations are said to have long been 
enforced. ‘The Chinese police are said 
to be continuing to raid gambling’ 
dens, 

‘The situation still needs clarifiea~ 
tion as. it was previously reported 
that gambling house managers in the 
western distriet had decided to move 
thelr business into Nantao, for other~ 
wise they would be driven out from 
the area by the new joint special 
lice office in formation by the! 
Shanglial Municipal Couneil and Chi- 
nese police, Following these reports, 
gambling houses actually came into 
existence in the native city. 

"These Nantao establishments are 
now being suppressed by the -Chi- 
hese police, while the western dis- 
let gambling houses have shown no 
signs of closing. Reports are current 
that the establishments in "badlands” 
require a much bigger police force 
to elose them than at first imagined,

‘There are indications in the Chinese 
press that the newly established 
gambling houses in Nantao, which 
were recently closed, may ‘be re- 
opened if they can obtain licences 
from the Bureau of Public Safety of 
the Shanghai Special Municipality. 
Leading Chinese newspapers state 
that the closed establishments have 
again shown signs of reopening after 
several days’ closure. 

Tt is asserted, however, that those 
gambling houses which ate found in 
the Nantao Safety Zone may not be 
allowed to exist in view of the strong, 
‘opposition voiced by those in charge 
of refugee camps who fear that the 
gambling fever may spread among 
refugees. 

‘The “Sin Shun Pao" reports that in 
order to “suppress gambling, Colonel 
Lu Ying, commissioner of police of 
the new’ Chinese ity regime, has 
Issued an order asking all managers 
of the “special business’ to register 
‘with his bureau.” Tt is stated in the 
order that new licences are required 
for this year which is another way 
of saying that those who have re- 
newed licences may continue busi- 
hess. Practically all the newly estab- 
lished gambling house In Nantao and 
subsequently closed did not obtain 
their licences, it was previously 
earned. It would appear that gamb- 
ors in Nantao are to stay.

‘The report of the Child Protection 
Section for February has been issued 
by the Shanghat Municipal Council 

‘Institutional FacHlities ~The Shan; 
hal Child Protection Society has ob- 
tained premises, and the group of 50 
beggar children “who have" been 
cared for on behalf of the Society by 
the Child Welfare Camp has been 
handed back to the Society, the re- 
port states. It should now’ be  pos- 
Sible to resume the policy of having 
children taken from the strects. ‘The 
umber whieh can be housed in the 
hew premises is, however, limited to 
100. 

Adjustment of Police and Other 
Cases:—61 cases were dealt with, of 
which 43 arose during the month and 
19 had previously been handled, Eight 
of the ‘children’ whose adjustment 
was handled were under five: seven 
were between five and nine, 18 
between 10 sind 14, and ‘nine 
between 15 and 19 years of age. One 
‘woman was over 20. ‘There wore 20 
boys and 23 girls. 34 eases were re- 
ferred by the police, four by in- 
dividuals, three by institutions, one 
by a hospital and one girl. made 
application for assistance herself, 26 
children were placed in Institutions,

School Clinie Attendance 


Parents Becoming Increasingly Health-conscious ; 
Milk Smuggling Continues, States Health Kepsit 


IHE second section of the Annual Rep-rt of tie Public Health, 
Department covers the work of the School Medical Service| 


and the Veterinary Division. 


At the Municipal Primary Schools for Chinese, 1,159 pupils| 
received individual medical inspection by the Chinese assistant 
school medical officers, a decrease of 182 as compared with the| 


previous year. 


‘This important branch of school medical service 


activities has continued to be seriously hampered by shortage of| 
staff and diversion of the examining medical officers to other 


duties. 

‘A summary of the defects detected 
‘at school medial inspection follows: 
“infectious eye diseases, 817 cases; 
infectious skin diseases,” 160 cases; 
cardiae defects, 430 cases; lung de- 
fects, 250 eases; tonsil defects, 1,084 

jefects of vision, 65 eases; and 
miscellaneous, 25 cases. 

‘There were 8,168 attendances at the 
aily school elinies in each school, an 
Inerease of 2,099 on the previous yea 
‘This gratifying Improvement Is large 
ly due to definitely closer co-opera- 
tion with the school ‘authorities dur- 
ing the year and, to a lesser degree, 
a slightly inercased health-mindedness 
‘on the part of the parents concerned. 

‘Trachoma. Clinies-—Regular —tra- 
choma elinies were held in all Muni- 
cipal Primary Schools for Chinese 
uring 1099, but owing to continued 
shortage of staff, these clinies were 
‘unavoidably restricted both in num- 
bers and frequeney. 47 pupils were 
temporarily discharged. “Of the 94 
temporarily “discharged cases re~ 
inspected during, the year, 70. were 
found to be making satistuetory pro 
ress whilst 24. showed symptoms of 
relapse or re-infection, and were re~ 
admitted for treatment, 11. pupils, 
having completed. 12 months’ Super 
vision without signs of recurrence, 
‘were discharged as cured. 

Visiting Service 

‘The home visiting service continues 
to be a very important factor in the 
altempled control of infectious dise 
‘eases in schools. By the discovery 
‘ot infected children in the homes, it 
is possible to debar such eases from 
yelurning to school within the quar~ 
‘antine period, and thus prevent. the 
indiscriminate’ spread of | infection 
throughout the various classes, Un- 
fortunately, owing to territorial alm- 
culties, only partial. supervision can 
bbe maintained at present,

Shanghai’s Curses: 
The Spiritual Atmosphere 
To the Editor of the 

“Normi-Cuxa Dany New 


‘SmI was born and brought up in 
‘Shanghai, so Shanghai is nothing new 
to me. The notoriety of the city was 
known to me a3 a boy. 

Now, after an absence of four 
years, i have returned to find'it much 
uglier and much more horrible than 
ever. T was told of a few cases of 
theft, committed by, promising youth 
‘of school age, the sheer sensation of 
which would ‘have shocked the elder 
brothers of the juvenile offenders, 
who were students themselves but 2 
few years ago. Deploring thie degra- 
dation of the Shanghai youth, I have 
tried to trace the causes of 1 by 3e- 
viewing their manner of life, After 
‘an investigation of several weeks, I 
have found that the young sinners, 
‘as a rule, started by haunting cinemas 
‘and cabarets, and in most ‘cases, 0 
other places, 

Tt may seem absurd that among all 
vices I should single out the cinema 
‘and cabaret as the two potential 
‘enemies of the morals of the city. 
But I should like to have my candid 
readers realize that being the most 
Popular vices, cinemas and cabarets 
in their present forms have exercised 
the gravest influence in the city's de- 
gradation. As opium is the most 
Popular of narcotics, and a curse to 
‘the Chinese nation,’ so cinema and 
cabaret are two popular vices and 
double curse of Shangha, 

"The Hollywood film producers 
‘always find Shanghai a ready market 
for their produets, and the city used 
to accept all without reserve. ‘Tho 
American films are at one of educa- 
ional value and of degrading in- 
fluence, while morally-sound pletures 
fare few as compared with unwhole- 
Some ones. ‘The stories of mast of 
the films are too fantastic, too daring, 
too unconventional and’ the back: 
grounds too lavish and luxurious to 
be real or of any educational value. 
‘These lms may provide a de luxe 
service for the epicurean privileged 
class in America, but definitely they 
make an unwuolesome impression on 
the poverty-stricken Shanghal popu- 
Jaco and its unsophisticated youth. 
Scenes of flirtation and coquetry are 
enacted and exaggerated in’ an 
atmosphere of divine cestacy, 100 
lunwholesome and indecent for young. 
minds. Sometimes villains in the 
films vividly teach the audience the 
technique of robbery and murder, 

In thelr Chinese advertising it 
seems to be a policy of the manage- 
ment of most cinemas to exaggerate 
facts concerning their pictures, and | 
lyrical nonsense bordering on "inde- 
eency is added. Lips, legs, bosoms, 
thighs and other feminine things are 
the articles most frequently men- 
Yoned in the theatre page of news. 
Papers. Such an educational title as 
“Trader Horn” was translated into 
Chinese as “Strange Panorama of 
Human Beings and Beasts," and 
likewise, such a religious title as “The 
Sign of the Cross," into “The Venal 
Pleasures, of the’ Roman Palace’ 
into “Lute Enticement " 
Ik Happened One Night", 
“Spring Night {s Golden”, ete. 

I do recognize a dance hall or a 
cabaret as a bazaar of the two arle— 
music and dance. But, if you were 
to visit a Shanghai cabaret, You could 
not find much art therein, for it is 
nothing but a licentious topayturvy- 
dom of a place. People, ‘sober, pre- 
tending to be drunk, drunk, zigzog in 
the pools with cheap, awkward, and 
often, obscene actions. 

‘As the result of the present host 
ties, the Shanghai Chinese population, 
4s more or less financially eut off from 
ite original resources, Le, fea, silk, 
rice and. paper trades, ahd thus 2 
big portion of the population is form. 
jing an unstable element. 1 predict 
that if prices of commodities continue 
to increase, in two years’ time half 
‘of the male population will go rob- 
bing ‘and stealing while half of the 
female population ‘will go on the 
streets in the world's oldest profes: 
sion, Nevertheless, hard though the 
present time be, cinemas and cabarets 
‘are sprouting like buds in the city 

ith material enjoyment hitting a new 
igh, School children as well as 
fadulis are taught to dream the dreams 
of a prince or princess and to lead 
the softest and mest sophistieated type 
of life, but they are baflled by the 
‘ugly fealities in ‘the realization of 
what they long for. "They exhilarate, 
then sixh, despair and at fast become: 
desperate. They begin to resort 10 
crimes in order to allay their own 
longings, although the erimes merely 
satisfy them temporarily and partially, 
‘and finally work their own ruin 
Cinemas and cabarets in their present 
forms may be delicious to the Season- 
ed palates, but decidedlly they are un- 
wholesome foods for youth and a 
poverty-stricken populace. Like the 

first thousht To be a 
place of wholesome amusement, ea 
barets hasten the nation in its decay. 
It is safe to assert that the YMCA. 
and other altruistic organizations have 
bbeen, and continuing: to do much good 

‘Shanghai ag well as in other parts 
of China. I is still safer to ‘state 












































that cinema and cabaret are nullify- 


ing overnight the accumulated ef- 
{forts of such organizations. The path 
‘of righteousness is always the nar- 
rowest. As far as morals are con- 
‘cemed, Shanghal at present is not 10 
Be. reformed, but fo be salvaged, 
Bventually Shanghai will step into the 
shoes of Sodom and Gomorrah, Pom- 
ell and the Barbary Coast.

‘They are allowed to stand, 
with books on one arm and holding 
on with one hand to the straps they 
can hardly reach, 

‘They have to take all the pushing 
about’ as passengers pass along the 
Jear and the conductor collects the 
fares, “Rarely docs one of these stud- 
‘ents give up his seat to a girl standing. 
in front of him. Yesterday tall 
fellow in a blue’ gown was waiting 
for the car at Honan Road and 
talking to a girl student. When the 
car arrived he made a grab at the 
bar and was dragged along in front 
fof the waiting passengers, forcing 
‘some of them on to the ‘roadwa; 
He was first in when the tram gat 
was opened; his companion 
managed to struggle in later and work. 
her way to where he was sitting, 
‘where she stood holding the strap 
‘while she talked to him. 

Women carrying babies in their 
farms are often left to stand while 
‘these young men remain seated. It 
‘may not be altogether right to blame 
these young fellows. They have their 
rights a8 passengers having purchased 
their reduced rate season tickets. It 
is just a lacking of a blend of com- 
‘mon sense and courtesy which might 
‘be taught them in the schools. Such 
training would be more valuable 
‘than a head full of knowledge about 
algebra and Euclid. If they. are 
Roing to be useful citizens they 
should be taught to be considerate 
towards others and not to be selfish.

AUSTRIA’S SUBJUGATION 


By Bourauax 
March 10. 

‘Two years ago tomorrow, thousands 
of youthful fanatics lined the streets of 
Vienna, Innsbruck and other Austrian cities, 
and cheered German troops of « “tibera: 
tion.” ‘Today these same youngsters are 
dressed in ficld-gray and are fighting a war 
which their country would have never had 
to face, were it not for Hitler's pan-Germanic 
aspirations to which all moral and humani- 
tarian obligations towards mankind had to 
give way until September 3, 1939. 

‘They now realize that Hitler, in creating 
that Greater Germany which was to give the 
tebensraum of which so much was heard, had 
only one thing in mind : to divide this Ger- 
many into two, establishing a concentration 
camp in one half, and military barracks in 
the other. Where food and other commodi- 
ies wore to be had for the asking before the 
advent of the Nazi régime in Austria, queues 
‘with rationing cards in hand today await their 
tun to purchase the meagre quantities of 
edibles to which they are entitled. 











Where that undeseribable gemuetlichkeit 
yeigned supreme, there is suspicion, dissatis- 
faction and regret today. Where healthy 
youngsters joyfully played two years ago, 
sand-bag barricades have been erected, 

‘That same Austria which for centuries had 
been independent and had developed and 
prospered without, the help of Germany, was 
to become the first victim of that policy of 
expansion which has since been condemned 
by the entire civilized world. Only those 
who have never been in Austria, will dare 
to aide, with Hitler when he afsasis that 
economically, culturally and politically, Aus 
(via and Germany are bound to cach other. 
Even the language spoken in the two coun- 
tries isso completely different that the 
average Berlin resident will find it impos- 
sible to converse with a Viennese, lot alone 
‘the peasant in the Alps who speaks a dialect 
entirely of his own. Just as is the case with 
the Swiss, the Austrian cherished his in- 
dependence and was openly against the Prus- 
sianization of his country. ‘The Austrian is 
known for being modest, polite and gemuct- 
Nich, the Nazi on the other hand, is intoler= 
ant, super-diselplined, and brutal. 

‘One of the most beautiful countries in 
Europe has been transformed ‘into a cultural 
desert in less than two years. ‘The only 
citizen recognized by those in power, is the 
party member—all others are considered in- 
Terlor humans or even slaves. 


While the attacks made on Czechoslovakia 
and Poland were tragic, Austria's subjugation 
to Nazi rule has had a’ terrible effect on the 
People, for, whereas in Poland and Czccho- 
slovakia no amount of propaganda will ev 
succeed in converting the people to the Nazi 
viewpoint, it must be admitted that sys- 
tematic work on the part of German pro- 
pagandists resulted in the eream of Austrian 
youth being converted to this tyranny which 
has not seen its equal since the dark Middle 
ages. 











On March 12, 1938, Dr. Kurt von Schusch- 
nigg, Chancellor of Austtia saw no al 
ternative but to resign. He had done every- 
thing in his power to prevent bloodshed while 
at the same time maintaining the independ- 
ence of his country. He agreed to a plebis. 
cite; he wanted the people to decide for 
themselves where their future lay. He 
solemnly swore that he would abide by the 
people's decision. Hitler refused, he did not 
want to run any risks, 

Before resigning, Dr. Schusehnigg addres- 
sed the nation in a broadeast that will long 
be remembered. In solemn tones, vibrant 
with suppressed emotion, he confirmed that 
he was forced to resign ‘because Hitler had 
threatened an armed invasion of Austria. 
He told the world that all reports about 
bloodshed as a result of labour trouble, and 
that the government was unable any longer 
to keep order in the country, were complete 
ly false. He repeated once again that blood- 
shed was to be prevented at any price and 
that the Austrian army had received orders 
to withdraw without resistance in the face 
of aymed aggression, pending further orders. 
He coneluded with a German word and heart 
felt wish “God protect Austria.” 


‘Those words had hardly been spoken, when 
liberty, demoeraey and peace become only 
‘memories to the Austrian people. On March 
13, Berlin officially proclaimed the annexa- 
tion of Austria to Germany. ‘The following 
day, Hitler entered Vienna in the usual de- 
corm. After placing a wreath on the war 
memorial he spoke to the crowds and among 
other things avowed that, “now I can give 
an account of the yreatest achievement of 
my life. As leader of the German nation, I 
report to history the return of my homeland 
to the German Reich." ‘Those who heard 
these. words spoken must not have realized 
that this German Reich to which its alien 
Fuebrer now alluded, had rejected his ap- 








plications for citizenship at regular intervals 
from 1919 to 1992. 

Later, Hitler solemnly declared that he 
would never attack Czechoslovakia and Po- 
land. He promised both nations uncondi- 
tional freedom. ‘These promises have been 
upheld in his usual manner. 

‘Today, when the civilized world is forming a 
united front against that barbarian des- 
potism which already caused a major war 26 
years ago, it is appropriate that Austrian 
Volunteers who succeeded in escaping from 
their “fatherland,” should be standing on the 
side of their British, French, Polish, and 
Czechoslovalsian comrades who, though’ com- 
pletely ignorant of the others’ languages, cus- 
toms and mode of life, now really experience 
this self-same brotherhood, which 
tween Germans and Austrians in the claims 
of the German Ministry of Propaganda only. 

In muddy trenches and under untold hard- 
‘ships, these men fight for one and the same 
cause: to liberate ‘the world once and for 
‘all from that medieval despotism, tyranny 
and conceit with which a war-mad individual 
is attempting {o overthrow our civilization. 

















A COUNTRY DIARY 


‘Shanghai, Feb. 27—Do you want to know 
the story of the seven Black Robins in a chim- 
ney? No? Very well then, I will tell it. The 
story is typical of many problems brought to 
Ime for elucidation and I feel it is my duty to 
relate it in order to prove that the life of 9 
country diarist is not a bed of roses.

THE GREAT TRADING CITY OF KUNMING 


‘UNMING (or Yunnan-fu), in the midst 

of its fertile plateau, with a lovely 
Jake near at hand, is picturesquely confined 
within a battlemented wall some twenty 
feet thick ; but, though behind the times 
in many ways, Kunming has realized that 
elty walls are’ no longer useful and large 
sections have been demolished. Even 
where the wall remains, it does not shut 
out the mountains, which seem to tower 
up at the end of every street. The Spring

air, the rare quality of the light, the trans~ 
lucent sky, the colour of the’ terra-cotta 
‘walls, the’ gold and green tiles of the 
curving roofs, supporting the familiar 
procession of glazed figures, the very 
‘swirling dust whipped up in this huge 
dust-bowl remind one of Peiping and its 
‘epic environs, To the delight of those used 
to speaking Mandarin the speech of the 
majority in the streets is that of North 
China. ‘The trains of pack animals fling 
the gateways are again reminiscent of the 
caravans of the North streaming in from 
Mongolia, 
‘The Caravans 

Here the caravans come from Chungking, 
Kweichow, Talifu, and the West, led by 
weather-beaten men, made strange by the 
turbaned scarves they all twist round their 
heads as a protection against both heat and 
cold, ‘The pick of the ponfes and mules 
head the — procession, decorated con= 
splcuously with large’ red tassels and 
clanging bells, 

Petrol is short and there are severe 
restrictions, but until the shortage could no 
Jonger be iinored the sky on every fine day 
‘was screeching with aeroplanes of various 
makes, piloted by Chinese cadets from the 
local air-field or the distant schools and 
factories which nest their flocks in remoter 
mountain fastnesses, Even Yunnan, this 
ast line of defence and most favourably 
situated, is within range of the Japanese 
air bases of Palhol and Hainan; already 
there have been two air raids and many 
alarums; much damage has been wreaked 
‘on Mengtz, over a hundred miles to the 
south, and ‘people live in daily expectation 
of heavy bombing. 

Here may be seen men of all races. ‘The 
French haye been established for many 
years in Kunming; they have their own 
social and recreation club—used also by 
other foreigners—a fine Government hos- 
pital, and a school. ‘They and the French~ 
speaking Annamites form a considerable 
community. During a brief stroll through 
the streets one may encounter an Annamite 
priest in a sky-blue tunic and turban, 
French Catholic fathers and sisters in their 
Jong black gowns, British or German mer- 
chants in rickshaws, Chinese nurses in 
uniform from a neighbouring Government 
hospital, and Mohammedans in white fezes. 








Rickshaw, motor, ox-cart, and foot traffic 
reaches its dizzy peak at the intersection of 
the main thoroughfares, guarded by two 
magnificent “pailou,” known as the Arch 
of the Golden Horse and the Arch of the 
Jade Green Chicken. From Indo-China, 
from the railway station, from the hinter- 
lands of Burma and West Yunnan streams 
hither a motley crowd of carriers with 
Joads of vegetables, charcoal, wood, bricks, 
skin and hides, cakes of salt, and blocks of 
granite. 

Between the city and the western hills 
much construction is in progress. A new 
‘agricultural college recently built but 
already abandoned as too dangerous for 
the students has now been given over to 
the South-western Transportation Com- 
pany, which uses the lecture-rooms as 
dormitories for the hundreds of drivers and 
the grounds as a garage for trucks 
operating along the Burma road—that 
‘wonderful road recently improvised by two 
hundred Chinese engineers and 160,000 
labourers.

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factories are springing up: a large textile 
mill is already turning out excellent native 
cloth, while a copper wire factory, an 
electrical power plant, a chemical works, a 
factory for the manufacture of electrical 
equipment, a bank building, and a radio 
station are nearing completion, For 
obvious reasons it is near the Burma road 
and railway that the new Kunming will 
grow and develop. Work on the laying of 
the railway to Burma is going vigorously 
ahead. ‘This narrow-gauge line will run 
parallel to the highway for the first halt 
of the route, and then will turn southward 
to Anting on the border, across the ague- 
stricken valleys of the Salween and Mekong 
rivers to Lashio, the Burma railhead, a 
distance in all of over six hundred miles. 
Delay must attend the completion of this 
great enterprise, for evéry ton of rails has 
to be carried up over the Indo-China rail- 
way. 

‘The tempo of Kunming life is quickening 
—a changing for the worse, all the local 
inhabitants think. Parallel to the smaller 
streets where the locally-made copper, 
pewter, and silver ware and jade orna- 
ments may be bought, new shops, branches 
of the big stores of Shanghai and Nanking, 
‘seem to open every day; department stores,

enterprising photographers, _pastry-cooks, 
restaurants. serving Cantonese, Yangchow, 
and Szechuen dishes besides the local food, 
bookshops and stationers catering for the 
newly acquired student body—all these are 
scattered among Yunnanese shops selling 
native medicines, ollcloth, tea, and tobacco, 
‘Monopoly and privilege are the greatest 
barriers to progress in this till recently 
little-known province. It is only when 
prices soar that the sew-comer realizes 
‘that he is paying an enormous tax on all 
goods and produce coming into the city, 
and that whereas he may buy a picul of 
rice a few miles outside Kunming for 
fifteen Chinese dollars he must pay over 
three times that amount in the city itself, 
Fruit in Profasion 


To some extent frult and vegetables 
escape the local tax and are good, varied, 
plentiful, and fairly cheap, In the spring 
beans and peas are the chief accompani= 
ment to the staple dict of the people; in 
summer the potato and Indian corn crops 
are gathered and enjoyed; later the rice, 
will be stored for the winter. After the 
delicious oranges of winter and early 
spring, rivalling the Californian “Sunkist” 
in favour and juiciness, a wonderful 
variety of fruit follows—cherries, apricots, 
plums, magnificent golden blush peaches, 
apples, pears, persimmons, and’ really 
worth-eating ' pomegranates, ‘Tomatoes 
Brow rank as weeds for the greater part of 
the Year; mushrooms, _{islauts, chestnuts, 
fresh ginger add a diversi 
to one’s diet, piilaten 
‘The production. of Puerh tea, much 
esteemed by the Chinese, in the south of 
the province is to be extended by experts 
from Hangchow and Foochow; the mul- 
berry is to be cultivated widely to come 
Pensate for losses to the silk industry in 
Shangtung and elsewhere in occupied 
China, Cotton-growing is much encour 
aged, and the planting of hemp has been 
proposed. Locally produced goods packed 
in tins and cartons, such as rolled oats, 
vermicelli, and condensed milk, have 
already found an eager market, Much has 
been done by individual enterprise; more 
will be set on foot by the National Re- 
sources Commission, Industrialists, _ mer= 
chants, metallurgists, chemists, engineers, 
agriculturists, doctors, and social workers 
are all needed~provided they come with 
money, enterprise, and enthusiasm, | Many 
experts have already arrived; more are 
needed to help build up this provinee, 
which must play an increasingly important 
part in the China of the future, 








“Jones's Corner”

San Francisco, 

Its exact location is latitude 35 degrees 
north and longitude 145 degrees west. It 
you could draw a straight line between 
Hawaii and San Francisco and then go 
three hundred miles north of the half-way 
point on the line you would be at Jones's 
Corner. It is obvious when looking at a 
globe of the world that the earth curves, 
By following the carth's curves the route 
‘across the ocean is shorter and such a 
course is called the great circle route, ‘The 
clipper ships save time and find more 
favourable winds by following this curved 
route, But somewhere on the way. they 
must turn and fly down towards Hawaii 
or towards San Francisco. ‘That is where 
Jones's Corner comes in, for when the 
flyers reach that exact point they make the 
turn, '
